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Charles  (Chic )  Kates,  president  ol  U-Brand  Corp. 
of  Ashland  and  long  time  supporter  of  Ashland 
College,  died  Oct.  25  at  Manstield  General  Hospi- 
tal following  a  heart  attack  which  he  suffered 
while  driving  on  U.S.  42  near  Mansfield.  He  was  60. 

Kates,  who  resided  in  Aurora,  made  many 
dreams  possible  for  Ashland  students  through  his 
efforts  and  generosity.  In  1972,  AC  acknowleciged 
his  continuous  support  by  ciedicating  the  Ashland 
College  gymnasium,  nameless  for  six  years,  in  his 
name.  In  1974  he  was  named  to  the  college's  board 
ot  trustees  ancJ  that  same  year  helped  kick  off  a 
student  fund-raising  camfiaign  which  enlisted 
enough  cc)ntril)uti()ns  to  renovate  the  old  library 
for  use  as  a  new  student  center. 

In  1977  the  newly-renovated  home  economics- 
human  development  center,  tormerly  the  student 
union,  was  named  m  honor  of  his  wife,  Phyllis 
lacobson  Kates,  in  gratitude  tor  the  couple's  dedi- 
cation to  Ashland  College  programs. 

Kates  had  been  president  of  U-Brand  since  May, 
1953.  The  company  was  lounded  under  the  name 
Union  Malleable  Mfg.  Co.  in  1925. 

Kates  was  involved  with  the  Ashland  Area 
Chamber  ot  Commerce  and  completed  a  term  as 
president  ol  the  organization  in  1975. 

Born  in  Hamilton,  Ontario,  and  educated  in 
Canadian  schools,  he  attended  the  University  of 
Toronto  tor  one  year.  He  moved  to  Cleveland  in 
1941,  when  he  entered  the  U.S.  Air  Force  and  was 
later  employed  by  Warner  Brothers.  He  married  in 
1945.

On  the 
field,  Niehm  was  sixth  in  tackles  for  the  6-4  Eagles,  earning  a  second 
straight  varsity  letter.  As  a  sophomore,  Niehm  was  recipient  of  Ashland's 
Fred  L.  McClintock  Award,  Emblematic  of  excellence  in  athletics  and  the 
display  of  Christian  ideals. 


Basketball  standout  Fred  Graham  of  Peoria,  Illinois, 

earned  third-team  Ail-American  honors  among 

Division  III  cagers  during  the  1977-78  season  as  only  a 

sophomore.  The  6-2  guard  poured  through  18.6 

points  a  game,  helping  lead  the  Eagles  to  a  19-7 

season  during  Joe  Gottfried's  fifth  and  final  year  as 

hilltop  coach. 
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Keith  Dare  of  Bay  Village,  Ohio  gained  All-American 

accolades  and  was  spotlighted  in  the  Associated  Press 

honorable  mention  roll  call.  Dare,  despite  a  knee  injury, 

led  the  Eagles  with  118  tackles  and  was  second  in 

quarterback  sacks.  The  6-0,  205-pound  defensive  end  will 

team  with  Niehm  as  the  only  two  defensive  starters  back 

this  year. 


John  Madden  of  Maplewood,  New  Jersey,  was  the 
bright  spot  of  the  Eagles  4-5  lacrosse  season,  gaining 
honorable  mention  All-American  recognition  in 
balloting  conducted  by  the  College  Division  Lacrosse 
Coaches  Association.  Madden,  a  four-year  starter  and 
three  year  captain,  was  then  named  the  new  Eagle 
lacrosse  coach  last  summer. 
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Mark  Fette  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio  capped  an  outstanding 

swimming  career  at  Ashland  when  he  churned  to  a  school 

record  1 :57.5  in  the  200-yard  butterfly  competition  at  the 

Division  III  nationals  last  March.  Fette's  time  earned  him  a 

lOth-place  finish  and  Ail-American  accolades  in  the  event  for 

a  third  time.  He  was  second  in  the  nation  in  the  200  fly  in 

both  his  freshman  and  sophomore  years.  During  those 

seasons  he  also  won  Ali-American  notice  in  the  individual 

medley  and  100  butterfly,  along  with  two  additional  relay 

honors. 
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Jerry  Everhard  of  Wadsworth,  Ohio  achieved  not  only 
Ail-American  honors  but  also  was  spotlighted  in  the 
Associated  Press  honorable  mention  roll  call.  Everhard  was 
a  nightmare  for  opposing  quarterbacks  in  1977,  picking  off 
a  team  high  eight  interceptions.  He  was  second  in  solo 
tackles  from  his  defensive  back  post  and  fourth  overall  in 
total  hits.
